THE CORUNDUM MINES. 


The following letter, which we clip 
from the Renfrew Mercury of Aug. 
24th. will doubtless be of interest to 
many readers of the Revinw : 

Your readers, Mr. Editor, are no 
doubt aware that valuable deposits of 
corundum exist in the back townships 
of this county, and that a beginuing is 
made to utilize those deposits. Hay- 
ing made a viajt to the mine, I will. 
with your permission, tell your 
readers what I saw and learned. The 
mine is situated in the township of 
Raglan, on a lot first located upon br 
one Henry Robiliard. It \s seven 
miles from Combermere, on the Carlow 
road, on a emall creek, known as 
Kelly's creek, where a man of that 
name hadasmal!l saw-mill. Itis in 
full view of “Conroy's Marsh.” about 
three miles from the confluence of the 
two branches of the Madawaska river. 
It is in a deep valley. The sides of the 
mountains, once covered with yaluable 
pine, were burnt over many years ago. 
and are now covered with smal! poplar 
and berry bushes of all kinds. On the 
north side of the valley. rock is crop- 
ping up everywhere. Many years ago, 
when picking berries, Robillard’s little 
daughter drew her father’s attention to 
some shining pieces of stone which 
were lying about and were also embed- 
ded inthe rock. Robillard. knowing 
nothing about mineralogy, thought it 
might be iron and sent specimens to 
Toronto. I have not been able to 
ascertain to whom in Toronto. He 
was told it was not iron. Years after, 
when the phosphate boom struck the 
country, he again sept specimens. ask 
ing if it (were phosphate, and was 
again told it was not. Finally Rob- 
illard was told by someone (I have not 
been able to ascertain who the ‘‘:ome- 
one” was) that it was corundum, and 
that he had better survey the lot. 
Seyeral parties interested in mining 
enterprises, after looking over the 
ground, concluded not to touch it. not 
haying the necessary capital. Finally, 
a company known as the Canada Cor- 
undum Company. was formed. bought 
out the claims, and after considerable 
litigation in the ggurts, secured a clear 
title and pide. wh operations. The 
pregident of the company is Mr. Clark 
Edwards, of Bridgeport, Conft : the 
managing director, Mr. B. A. C. Craig. 
of Toronto, 

Corundum appears in crystals of 
different sizes. from a pin’s head to a 
man's head, embedded in feldspar (like 
the plums and raisins in a pudding). 
The corundum is separated from the 
feldspar almost identically as gold is 
separted from the quartz rock. The 
a ot mass is crushed, and the corun- 
dum washed ouc. To do this. power- 
ful and costly machinery is rcqu‘red, 
When yisiting the mine, the machinery 
all being set up, was tried, and it was 
found that some alteration was 
needed, so I wasdisappoint d in not se - 
ing it inopiration. ‘I'he power for driy- 
ing the machinery is the water of Kelly's 
creek, which has here some sixty feet 
of fall, The water is conveyed from 
the dam and the building containing 
the machinery through a fifteen-inch 
steel pipe to the water-wheel, situated 
about eighty yards below the mill. A 
frame is erected over the wheel. con- 
taining large pulleys, belts and shaft- 
ings. The power is ultimately con 
veyed back to the mill by a steel rope, 
The crushing and washing machinery 
cannot be described without the aid of 
drawings. The crushing is done on a 
principle quite different from that of 
the crusher which crushes the stone for 
the streets of Renfrew. The rock has 
iO pass through: several machines 
which convert itinto a coarse, aritty 
sand. Ultimately the corundum is 
separated from the feldspar on large 
tables with the aid of water. The 
The machinery proper is all made in 
the U.S.; the shafting. pulleys, etc., 
in Canada. The water-wheel and 
crushers arc made hy the Gates Iron- 
works Co., Chicago; the washers by

ing Co., Seneca Falls. New York. The 
manager. Mr. Craig. told me that there 
is corundum enough in sight to supply 
the world’s demand for many vears.

If my information is correct. that al 


pound of the corundum, asit is shipped 
is worth fifteen cents. it would 


to $150. From that the cost of blast- 
ing. crushing, washing and shipping 
would, of course, have to be deducted. 
On account of the great hardness o 
the rock, the cost must be large On 
the other hand. the rock being on the 
surface. no expense of mining oper - 
tions are required.

A despatch from Milan, saya:—The 
trial of Bresci, the Anarchist who shot 
and killed King Hutmbert of Italy, 
opened here. An immense crowd of 
people gathered about the eourt from 
early morning seeking admission to 
the ocourt-room, where Only a few 
plices were reserved for the ticket. 
holding public. 


Bresci sat in the dock, calm, and al. 
most indifferent. He counsel, Signor 
Martelli, head of the Milaa bar, and 
the Anarchist writer, Signor Merlino, 
made requests on various grounds for 
an adjournment, which were refused, 
It was said that Breseci had written 
to the judges declaring he would not 
reply to Une interrogatory. Soldiers and 
gendarmes were prentifully atationed 
about the court, 

While the indictment, w hich wea 
very long, was being read, Bresei 
scanned the faces of the audience 
without any signe of fear or effrontery, 
The indictment showed that the an. 
sassia had indulged in incessant tar- 
get practice and that he had prepar. 
ed bullets so asto render them more 
da nye rows, 

The witnesses were then introduced,

The abolition of tax exemptions, | 
ecclesiastical as well as all other | 
kinds, is in the air, and the opinion | 
is gradually gaining ground that 
they should be done away with 
entirely. At a recent meeting of 
the Toronto city council a motion 
was passed to petition the legisla- 
ture against all other tax exemp- 
tions. The time is not far distant 
when ecclesiastical and other now 
exempted institutions will have to 
pay their taxes the same as any 
private individual. 


The estimate of the crops in Ont- 
tario for 1900, as prepared by the 
bureau of industries, is of the most 
satisfactory nature. In all standard 
grains the yield per acre is reported 
to be above the average for the past 
eighteen years, and with the excep- 
tion of peas, which, owing to the 
pea weevil, are not as largely cul- 
tivated as on the average for eigh- 
teen years, the average of the vari 
ous crops has either increased or 
remained about the same as last 
year. The yield of the various 
grains this year above the average 
per acre for eighteen years is as 
follows :—Fall wheat, 1 bushel ; 
spring wheat, 24; barley, 2.2 ; oats, 


2; peas, 2; beans, 3.1 bushels. 


Speaking with reference to the 
statement now commonly made, 
that in these days the wealthy have 
eyery advantage in life, and that 
there is no opportunity for the poor 
man's boy, Mr. Dolliver, a noted 
United States Congressman, said 
that he had made a list of the most 
eminent men of New York city, 
which proved that all the great 
merchants, best authors, most 
powerful editors, succesful physi- 
cians, presidents of big banks and 
great railways, statesmen, philan- 
thropists and religious leaders, 
were all the sons of poor men, and 
only one among them had been born 
inthe city.

Instead of 
the poor man’s son having no 
chance, jtherefore, it was the rich 
man’s son, Mr. Dolliyer thought, 
who was to be pitied tor having his 
energies weakened by luxury and 
lack of incentive to exertion. 
Orly one rich man-—George Wash- 
ington—was ever elected president 
of the United States. The truth 
needs to be often inculcated that 
necessity, which compels exertion, 
strengthens both mind amd body. 
It is this great fact in nature which 
‘forms the groundwork of the phil- 
osophy of the survival of the fittest, 
which simply means that the weak: 
the lazy, the vicious, the improvi- 
dent, whatever may have been the 
conditions which formed their char- 
acters, must yield to the strong, 
the industrious, the virtuous and} 
the provident.

To China we owe several game birds 
oethe golden pheasant, the silver, the 
reeves, the Lady Amherst and the 
ring-neck pheasant—the Cochin China 
fowl and other poultry and several 
kinds of ducks. 

The Chinese taught us the use of 
fish glues and fish gelatines. From 
the gum of a sumach tree they made 
the beautiful Chinese lacquers for or- 
mnamental woodwork. They invented 
the color vermilion, made of one part 
quicksilver to two parts sulphar. Of 
precious stones, jade is a Chinese pro- 
duct.

Of precious timber they 
gave us the camphor wood and the 
sandal wood, and of sp'cas the cassia 
and the cinnamon. 

The chrysanthemum, the Japanese 
national flower, came first to us 
from China. Indeed, we have always 
called China the Fiowery Land because 
of her matchless garden plants. From

which Canada does not also produce 
The two countries find in agriculture 
the chief employment for their people. 
Each country is an exporter of agri- 
cultural products, aud these form the 
great bulk of the total exports of the 
two countries respectively. In regard 
to minerals, the two countries are about 
equally resourecful, the only difference 
being that Canada has had less than 
one dollar of capital for developing her | 
mines forevery twenty spent for simi- 
lar purposes in the United States 
Climate may be against us in some | 
respects in agriculture, but climate 
cuts no figure in mining. Canada has 
as large an area as the United States, | 
and there is every reason to believe that | 
this country is just as rich in minera! |} 
products as is the United States, But} 
while we are competitors of the t nited: 
States in the sale of agricultural prod- 
ucts in the markets of Great Britain} 
and Europe, we haye done practically 4 
nothing in the way of competing with | 
our neighbors in the manufacture and/| 
sale of the leading products of the ming. | 
While the United States is shipping! 
rails to Europe and Asia, while its ex: | 
ports of iron and steel and their prod-| 
ucts are increasing by leaps aud bounds, | 
Canada has hardly begun to make iron | 
for her own needs. There is no more} 
reason why Canada should not compete 


| with the United States in iron and stee} 


than in wheat, butter. cheese and pork. | 
We have all the requisities for the eco- 
nomic production of iron and steel. nat! 
only in the maritime provinces. bu: 
right here in the heart of Ontario 
What we want in Canada. and especi- 
ally in Ontario. is a vigorous policy 
looking towards the development of vur | 
iron mines and the manufacture of pig 
iron, steel rails and al! kinds of s:ruc- 
tural iron. There is a world-wide mai- 
ket for such arcticles. Canada is not 
limited to her own markets. She has 
the world for her field. While it 
becoming more and more expensive to} 
manufacture iron in Great Britain and | 
Europe it ought to be the very reverse 
in Canada. There is no reason why | 
Ontario should not have furnaces work- | 
ing as economically as those at Pitts-| 
burg. It is satisfactory to notice that | 
we have. at least. made a beginning. | 
Piy-iron is now being produced in in- | 
creasing quantities at Hamilton and} 
Deseronto, while an iron plant is being! 
completed at Midland. Our deficiency | 
in Ontario seems to be more in the pro-! 
duction of ore than in the manufacture | 
of iron. This. we feel certain, will| 
only be temperory. The Algoma Com-! 
mercial Company nas cot well advanced | 
in the opening-up of its iron properties | 
in Michipicoton. It is said the com: |} 
pany is shipping 4,000 tons a week, | 
although the mine only made its first! 
shipment on July ig last. The opening- | 
up of this mine will andoubtedly reduce 
the imports of ore from the United 
States. and may stop them altogether. 
It will be a year or two before ship- 
ments of ore can be made from the 
Atikokan ranges, where the supply of 
iron ore is said to be unlimited. Pend- 
ing the development of the mines in| 
this district and the completion of the 
Rainy River railway the ownere of 
iron mines at other points in Ontario 
that are accessible to the boats and 
cars Ought to make an effort to open up 
their properties and prodace ore for 
shipment.

and Mining Journal. of New York :j 
“We are informed that another process | 
has been devised for treating those} 
metallurgical puzzles, the Sudbury | 
copper-nickle ores. The new process is 
the invention of Mr. H. A. Frasch, of 
New York. and great things are! 
expected of it. The ores are reduced to 
matte in the usual way, but the copper, 
nickle, platinum, ete.. are removed 
from the matte by electrolysis in a 
chloridizing solution. It is stated that 
chlorine and bleaching powder can be 
had as byproducts. The laboratory 
tests made are said to be very satisfac- 
tory, but what can be dorie on a com- 
mercial scale remains to be seen. How- 
ever, the process igs to have a public 
demonstration in a few days, and we 
hope to give a full description of it 
together with some comments.” This 
is the process that the Nickle-Copper 
Co., of Hamilton, intend to use instead 
of the Hoepfner process, and which has 
been the cause of « bet ween 
Hoepfner and the company.

Silkworm gutcan bemore thorough- 
ly sterilized than any other known 
suture material. In preparing «u- 
tures of all sorts, the usual methcl 
ia to boil the material in ether, al- 
jow it to eokk for twenty-foun hours, 
then place it in aloohol for a day or 
two amd follow this with a bath of 
meroury solution, Notwithstand- 
ing this thorough cleansing, the mi- 
croscope reveals germs atill present in 
varying mumbere in many instances. 
Silk worm sutures show fewer micro- 
organisms than other materials treat- 
ed in thie way, hance id is highly re- 
oommemled for surgical work. T 

material is extracted from a silk- 
worm killed immediately before it be-- 
gins to weave its cocoon. Unfortu- 
nately for the surgeons,, silkworm 
eutures are, mot absorbed, but remain 
permanently im place.

COINAGE SYSTEM IN CHINA. 


h.very Previner in The Empire Manefac- 
tures Its @wn Meney. 

In all the Provincial Governments 
there is a provincial mint turning out 
coinage according to the “tael” stand- 
ard of the district, and Lord Charles 
Beresford suggests a uniform coinage 
as one of the cures ‘for the sick man 
of the Far West. When the mandarin 
gives up his “squeeze,” then there 
may be a*uniform coinage, but not 
before. It is unnecessary to demon- 
atrate how rich a harvest is provided 
for the eubordimate official by the 
operations of the mint, akin to the 
old clippings and debasing tricks of 
the Stuart kings. At Nanking which 
is the city of another vice'regal ad- 
ministration, there was a delightful 
arrangement. 

Until recently the Nanking mint 
was entirely in the hands of natives, 
and in order to increase and equalize 
the “squeeze” as much as possible the 
master refused to order any improved 
machines, and by adhering to the old 
principle of hand labour the amount 
allowed for wages out of the provin- 
cial exchequer was kept at its origi- 
nal figure. For stamping the copper 
“cash.” which ig the current = small 
ooin of China, none but the shmplest 
appliances were used. The metal was 
put under a punch worked by a strap, 
and to every 6trap there was a work- 
man. 

Unfortunately, in order to maxe up 
the official ealary it was found im- 
possible to engage more than a quart- 
er of the men returned as employed in 
milling, ¢o thet when the annual in- 
apection by a high placed mandarin 
took place it waa necessary to search 
out some of the coottes of the district 
in order to make a decent show.

A second order for drink 
thas involves »n order for food as 
well. The selling of drink on 
credit, the receiving ot articles in 
pawn for liquor, and the bartering 
of spirits for produce or future 
labor are absolutely prohibited. 
The number of shops in which 
bottled liquor may be sold is 
restricted according to population, 
and licensed public houses are 
placed under direct government 
supervision. These regulations 
show that Russian statesmen really 
deplore the national vice of drank- 
enness, and that they are earnest in 
their purpose of checking it.

A CANADIAN HERO. 
A Native of Madoc Village Was The Hero of 
The Pekin Legation Siege, 

Last week we stated in our edi- 
torial columns that the hero of the 
story of the defence of the foreign. 
ers at Pekin, China—Mr. Herbert G. 
Squiers, first secretary of the United 
States legation—was a native of 
Madoc village. This week we have 
been enabled to trace up and secure 
a few facts concerning his career, 
Mr. Squiers was the only son of the 
late J. T. Squiers, who was one of 
Madoc’s leading business men over 
thirty-five yearsago. Herbert was 


born in this village in April, 1859, . - 


and is a nephew of Mrs. Jas. English, 7 
of Madoc township, and grandson of 
the late Richard Squiers, who died 
in this township six or.seven years 
ago. When H. G. was about six 
years of age his father moved with 
the family to New York State, and, 
later on, from there to Minnesota, 
The subject of this sketch was mar- 
ried twice, his first wife being a 
daughter of Mr. Fargo, the great 
railroad man. After her death, Mr, 
Squiers married a danghter of Dr. 
Woodcock, of Sing Sing, New York, 
whose grandmother was related to 
the Aster tamily, of New York city. 
Three daughters are attending col- 
lege at Paris, France. Mr, Squiers’ 
father died from paralysis at St. 
Paul, Minnesota, a number of years 
ago, but his mother and two sisters 
are still living in that State. The 
following, taken from the Chicago 
Record, gives an account of his 
career after the family went to Min- 
nesota to live :

NEGRO GHOULS SHOT, 


Verrible Scenes Followed the Appalling 
Disaster at talveston. 

A despateb from Houston, Texas, 
mays;—A reporter has telegraphed 
. from La Porte the story of the ‘rob 

bery of the dead in Galveston and the 
death of the offenders. The ghouls 
were holding an orgie over the dead.

They 
had stripped corpses of all valuables, 
and the pockets of some of the looters 
were fairly bulging out with fingers 
of the dead, which had been out off 
because they were #o swollen the 
rings could not be relieved. Incena- 
ed at this desecration and mutila- 
tion of the dead, the looters. were shot 
down, and it has been determined that 
all found in the act of robbing shall 
be summarily shot. 

During ‘the robbing of the dead not 
ooly were fingers out off, but sare 
were atripped from the head in order 
te secure jewels of value. A few Govw- 
eroment troops who survived have 
been assisting in patrolling the city.

Mechanics, 
laborers and artizans, get about 
the same wages they did five or six 
years ago, yet everything they haye 
to buy is much dearer. Sngar, 
coffee, tea, etc., keeps on raising in 
price, altogether out of proportion to 
the wages paid. The retail shop- 
keepers don't get it, for they say 
they make no more profit now than 
they did when times were hard. 
The wholesale dealers are prepared 
to swear that they don't get it. 
Just at present it looks as though 
the growing time was a thing of 
evil, devised to make rich men 
richer, and poor men poorer. 

Dublin papers say a famine is 
impending in Ireland on account of 
the potato blight, which is reported 
as threatening the entire destruc- 
tion of the crop. It is thought, 
however, that the extent of the evil 
has been exaggerated. The far- 
mers of Ireland, and even the small 
cultivators, do not now place their| 
reliance so much on the one crop as 
they used todo.

The experiment which had 
just been successfully tetminated—the 
firat of the kind made in America— was 
the resu't of a special cablegram which 
announced that two French chemiats, 
MM. Desgrez and Balthazard, had 
made a discovery that enabled them 
to remew air indefinitely. The cable. 
gram #taled that the two chemists 
had constructed a diver’s helmet of 
aluminum, which had a lining of 
bioxide of aodium, and which, because 
of the remarkable properties of that 
chemical, would enable ite wearer to 
move and work for hours in otherwise 
unbearable surroundings. 

In the interest of science Dr. Smith 
made an experiment to test the truth 
of the report. He had taken two 
large bell jars, and in each be had 
placed a healthy guinea pig. One of 
the jars also contained sume simple ap. 
paratus for the decomposition of the 
chemical, but the other contained 
fotbing except the little animal. These 
jars bad been sealed and the guinea 
pigs were left seach to exhaust the air 
in ita crystal chamber. Their actions 
, Were watched closely, and at the end 
of a ehort time the truth of the 
French inventor's claims became man- 
ifeat. That guinea pig which had the

While there is not so much noise 
| made «bout the gold fields of Western | 
Ontario now as there was three vears | 
; ago. yet the mining in that district is 


lin a more healthy condition that ever| 
before since the opening up of the 
country, The Daluth Herald, 
reviewing the situation says this 
The recent depression in Western | 
Ontario from all accounts seems to have 
| been followed by a more substantial | 
development work than has ever Leon 
éarried on there. Previous to last year | 
agreater portion of the deyelopment 
work was carried on by the tenderfoot 
and men more or less inexperienced 
jin mining. However, in the past year. 
a larger proportion of the work has 
been done by experienced mining men. 
most experienced mining men have 
taken over properties after the most 
thorcugh expert examination. The 
Foley might be mentioned among the 
number, and was thoroughly experted 
by South African mining men; the 
Manhattan, which has been twice | 
examined by Prof. Hardman ; ed] 
Sultana, taken over by Soutn Africa 
and English capital and thoroughly | 
examined hy South African experts ; 
the Mayflower and Hidden Treasurer. 
now being worked by the Rainy River 
Development Company, alsoan English 
corporation; the lands of the Gold 

The Manhattan and Decca are put- 
ting ina 10-stamp mill, the work being 
done under the direction of Superten- 
dent Peterson of the Manhattan. 

The Golden Star has its 10 additional 
Stamps purchased and will erect th im 
as soon as they can be shipped in.

Mr. F. E. Leushner, a mining expert 
who has been prospecting through the 
back countries, has discove a large 
deposit of zinc ore, which 1s believed to 
be very rich. It is located in Bedford 
township and Mr. Leushner is taking 
steps to haye it developed at once. 

Mr. J. Kleinsteuber showed us this 
week a splendid sample of copper ore 
taken from his propercy ip the German 
Settlement a few miles from here. A 
couple of weeks ago Mr, Kleinsteuber 
sent a sample to the Belleyille Assay 
Office and has just received a very 
encouraging report.> The sample 
assayed 80% copper, equal to 890 per 
ton of ore, with a small amount of 
gold. Mr. J. Walter Wells, who is in 
charge of the assay office, reports the 
ample is the richest in copper of any 
that he has seen in Eastern Ontario. 
Mr. Kleinsteuber already has a number 
of purchasers looking at the property.— 
News, 

Mr. A. M. Chisholm, while at Mar- 
mora this week, called at the 
Herald office and gaye us a little 
information as tothe working of the 
Helena mine, of which he is superin- 
tendant, says the Herald. The mine is 
owned by A. M. Chisholm & Co,, the 
other partner being Mr. M. Seitz, a 
capitalist of New York City. Work 
has been carried on during the past 
three years. - About thirty-five men are 
employed the yearround. Threeshafts 
haye mn sunk one hundred and 
twenty-five feet deep each, and a fourth 
shaft has been sunk one hundred and 
eighty-five feet.

JOTTINGS OF THE WAR. 


Items From 
Ratile. 

The British Legation is the largest 
in Pekin. All the buildings are inclos- 
ed by a boundary wall about 2ft. in 
thickness, and 12 ft. in height. 

Of the 6,000 horses which General 
Hmnter captured from the Boers at 
Fourlesburg, 2,000 of them, which 
were in capital condition, are now be- 
ing used by our troops. 

Evidently serious trouble is still an- 
ticipated in China by the authorities 
at home. Woolwich Arsenal have re- 
ceived instructions to dispatch 30,000,- 
000 rounds of 303-inch ammunition, to- 
gether with a large quantity of tents 
and hospital equipment, as early as 
possible. 

Drummer H. Lloyd, of the King’s 
Shropshire. Light Infantry, is the 
smallest boy in the British Army, and 
the youngest but one. He has been 
invalided home from South Africa 
with a bullet wound in his foot re- 
ceived while taking part in a skirm- 
ish near Bloemfontein. He also took 
part in the battles of Paardeberg and 
Driefontein. 

A new magazine rife has just been 
tested near Manchester. [t is the only 
magazine weapon which without me- 
chanism of any kind feeds cartridges 
into the breech and chamber by grav- 
itation only.

It is very probable that within 
months the Ontario 
education department will lengthen 
the normal school teacher's course 
from one to two sessions of three 
At present certifi- 
cates are granted to successiul 
students at the end of a three 
months’ session, but under the pro- 
posed change six months will be 
required. The change is along the 
line of the department's efforts to 
relieve the congestion in the ranks 
of the teaching profession to raise the 
standard of teachers in the proyince. 
This term there are about three 
hundred and twenty students at the 
three normal schools in the prov- 
ince. 


Mr. James Commec, M.P.P., was 
in town this week looking after his 
mining interests and incidentally 
sizing up the political situation, 
save the Rat Portage Miner. It is 
generally understood that Mr. Com. 
mee is after the Liberal nomination 
for the Dominion house, and it 
seems to meet with favor from a 
number of local Liberals.

The 
league urges the establishment of 
and maintenance of a rurai sani- 
tarium in connection with each 
municipality or group of manici- 
palities, for the reeeption of such 
cases as admit of a reasonable hope 
of cure or improvement. It also 
advocates the crection and main 
tenance, in connection with the 
sanitarium, of suitable isolated 
buildings for the reception and 
treatment of such advanced cases 
of the disease as are suitable for 
sanitoria treatment. The funds 
necessary therefor are to be pro. 
vided by the government, munici- 
palities, ~philantrophic and charit- 
able organizations and individuals. 
At the next municipal elections 
bylaws for the establishment o! 
sanitariums will be voted on in 
several municipalities and before 
long preventive measures may be 
applied to reduce and, if possible, 
|.to eradicate the disease.

Selling Chickens at rofit. 


The farmers throughout Ontario have 
not ae vet recognized the importauce | 
and value to themeelves of «a great 
central station, where they can send) 
their chickens at any season of the | 
year, and where they would eet a fair 
price (which they would know before 
shipping). There is. beyond a doubt, a 
great deal of money to be made out. of | 
chickens —that is to sav, to be made out 
of the right kind of chickens. such, for} 
instance, as Plymouth Rock and Wyan- 
dottes and some of their crosees, for the 
larger birds are certajnly the most in 
demand when sold for food, and more 
expecially so when sent to a great fat- 
tening concern like the Canadian Pro- 
duce Company. of Torocto. This firm 
fatten the chickens and put them in 
share for exporting to the British mar- 
ket, where a large bird is in demand. 
The Canadian Produce Company have 
agreed to send single crates to any 
farmer. In this way a raiser of poul- 
try ona small scale would be able to 
dispose of his stock with the same facil- 
ity and at as large a price as the man 
who raises in large quantities. The 
company will not only send one or 
more crates to those who write for 
them, but they will pay express charges 
both on the crates going empty as well 
as the crates returning full. ‘This in- 
cludes the express charges on the 
weight of the bfrda themselves, as well 
as on the returning crate In this way 
it will be readily seen that the farmer 
has nothing to do but write for wh t 
crates he nee s (each crate holds about 
thirty birds), to put his birds in the 
crates and send them back addressed to 
the company in Toronto, where the 
birds will be paid for at the weights 
when they arriye, and cheque or money 
order will be sent the same day in »ay- 
ment. This is not only a great boon for 
the farmer at the present moment, but 
will be the means of causing an unlim- 
ited demand for early broilers in the 
spring at prices running from sixty to 
seventy cents per pair, according to the 
market. There is one requisite, how- 
ever, that every fariner must consider, 
and that is, unless the birds are strong 
and healthy they are of little use for 
exporting. The birds do not need to be 
fat, but they do need to be large, 
healthy and strong, and the sooner the 
farmer realizes the advantages he can 
o-tain by raising the correct kind of 
birds the sooner he will be able to make 
a considerable amount of money, in 
fact, a large amount of money, out of 
a department of his farm which has 
hithertofora been considered of little 
value to him. Full instructions as to 
the proper care, feeding, the manage- 
ment of the youug chicks from time of 
hatching to marketing, as well as par- 
ticulars as to the breeds which make 
the most rapid flesh formers, can be had 
free of charge on applitation to me.
